The 
Maritimes really made this a condi- 
tion of their going into Confederation 
{hey ware, afraid that tlle centrai 
provinces would grow in population 
to such an extent that they would 
have the great majority of the repre- 
scntatives in the House of Commons. 
This avtually happesed and today 
Ontario and Quebec have 147 mem- 
bers in a house of 245. The pro- 
vision that was made for tenritorial 
representation in the Senate gives a 
more balanced house and also tendg 
to give as:urance that no section will 
be discriminated against because of 
jhaving only a very few members. 

Tite duty of the Sewate is, there- 
fore, to look after the rights ot 
minorities, to guard provincial rights 
and to simplify legislation. 

The Fathers of Confederation gave 
much thought to the setting up of the 
Benate. Sir John McDonald re- 
ferred to it on the “sober second 
thought in legislaticn.” He said that 
those appointed need not have great 
wealth, be great posiessors of land, 
hbuve many tenants or belong to any 
exalted class, They should know the 
wishes of the people and make a con- 
tribution to public welfare. . 

It is frequently suggested that the 
Senate should ‘be an elected body and 
this appeals to our democratic ideas, 
Sir John and the Fathers of Confed- 
eration considered this and they do- 
cided against it because of thle fear 
of a deadlovk between the two 
Houses, Sir John said ‘thie members 
of the Upper Chamber would then 
ome from the people as well as those 
of the Lower House. Should any dif- 
ference arise they could say, we have 
as much rights as you have to be con- 
sidered as representing the will of the 
people and therefore we will not give 
fwiay.”” 

{he Senate is a reviewing body. 
Legislation can be vetoed in Senate 
and new legislation can be initiated if 
it does not igvolve the appropria- 
tion of any part of the public revenue 
or impose any tax. Most bills, how. 
ever, originate in the House of Com- 
mons, 

Before a bill passes in the House 
of Commons it must go through its 
three readings and be considered 
clause by clause by a standing com- 
mittee of the whole House, A money 
measure must ‘be preceeded by a 
resolution which also is debated. Onc 
bill weat through all these stages last 
year with @ very serious defect in 
it. The defect was detected in the 
Senate and was quickly corrected hy 
the House of Commons. Many sim- 
ilar cases are on record and in this 
and other ways useful service can be 
rendered to the Canadian people by 
the Senate,

Applying Knowledge 

In the last article emphasis was 
placed on the urgent necessity for 
more knowledge about the behaviour 
of seeds of annual weeds. There is 
still a lot to learn about perennial 
weeds, but enough ig known to 
carry out effective control if the 
necessary appropriations and effi- 
cient administrative conveniences 
are provided. 

Work in progress in the State 
of Kansas with field bindweed is 
worthy of our attention, particu- 
larly since this weed is established 
in the Prairie Provinces and is cer- 
tain to multiply if appropriate steps 
are not taken promptly. 

Of@ 150,000 farms in Kansas, 
47,430 are known to have been 
infested with field bindweed. In 
1937, the state government initiated 
& program of control calling for 
close co-operation with county ad- 
ministrations, Of 105 counties, 103 
appointed full-time weed super- 
visors. The work included detailed 
surveys the results of which pro- 
vided information needed to plan 
control methods. Small patches are 
treated. with chemicals and large 
areas ate subjected to intensive til- 
lage. All bindweed has been eradi- 
cated on over one-third of the 
47,430 infested farms, and good 
progress has been made on another 
third. 

All this, of course, costs money; 
but once weeds gain a foothold they 
cannot be dislodged without ex- 
pense, @ The combined state and 
county cost of the Kansas pro- 
gramme, averages about six dollars 
per farmer per year. @ We are 
«, probably spending little more than 
one dollar per farmer per year. It

May Mean Contracts 


India In Market For Canadian Fishing 
Vessels With Refrigeration 


D. N. Khandke of Bombay, India, 
said in an interview that Canadian 
shipbuilders and refrigerator plant 
manufacturers might soon be award- 
ed contracts totalling more than 
$50,000,000 by the government of In- 
dia, provided they gave favorable 
quotations. 

Mr, Khandke was commissioned by 
the government of India to study 
fisheries in Canada and the United 
States and to make recommenda- 
tions for modernization of Indian 
fisheries. 

He said his government, might 
want about 1,000 fishing vessels, each 
about 65 to 80 feet long and equipped 
with refrigeration facilities, In addi- 
tion, at least 100 ice-freezing plants 
for cold storage might be needed.

Gen, MacArthur’se’ Order May Stamp 
Out Japan’s Narcotic Trade 

Probably General Douglas Mac- 
Arthur has political and economic 
advisers, but he has shown himself 
to be a sage military dictator, and 
he has ordained many wise and effec- 
tive decrees against Japan. His 
latest order is that the Japs must 
plow up all the acreage they have 
sown for growing poppies. General 
Chiang Kai-shek has given a similar 
order with regard to all the land the 
Japs sowed to poppies in China, 

The Chinese are notorious addicts 
to opium and other narcotics when 
they can get their hands on them, 
and since the accession of Kai-shek 
to power, he and his government did 
a tremendous job of suppressing the 
traffic. But when the Japanese in- 


| vaded China they did everything they 


could to re-create the traffic, grow- 
ing poppies and selling opium to the 
natives as cheaply as possible, ‘even 
giving it away when the people were 
too poor to buy it, the purpose be- 
hind it all being to debauch the na- 
tives and make them the easier to 
govern. 

Japan is the centre of the narcotics 
trade. If General MacArthur suc- 
ceeds in stamping it out he will have 
achieved one of the greatest reforms 
in modern times, and accomplished 
in a short time more than the League’ 
of Nations did in more than 20 years 
of effort.—St. Thomas Times-Jour-.

A New Society 
Canadian. And American Scientists 
Plan Study In Arctic 
. American and Canadian scientists’ 
are mapping out studies of the North 
American Arctic, to include study of 
the Eskimo, geology, biology and at- 


mospheric and magnetic conditions. 
The studies would be somewhat in 


line with those announced from Mos- 


cow to be conducted along the Soviet 
Union's Pacjfic coastline, which also 
iacludes the Arctic regions. 

A bill is now before the Canadian 
Senate to incorporate the Arctic In- . 
stitute of Nerth America, and the 
society also will be incorporated in 
the United States. The institute was 
formed in Montreal in September, 
1944, and at that time a board of 
governors was set up of six Ameri- 
cans and six Canadians, 

The institute has been considering 
the establishment of a scientific sta- 
tion in the far north, probably on 
Banks Island, which would tie in 


with Canadian and Alaskan and other 
bureaus already in operation.

CANADIAN RADIUM 


It was in January 1944 that the 
Canadian company producing radium 
was expropriated for war purposes 
by the Dominion government, and a 
crown company was established on 
its operation. Recently the govern- 
ment released its study of radium 
production, both in Canada and in 
the Congo, and there is general satis- 
faction about the implication of the 
report. 

The production of radium, until] 
1944, was under cartel control an‘ 
there was plenty of evidence to show 
that the monopoly had beén domin- 
ant in the market since sales were 
usually based on individual tender 
and contract. 

THz development of high-grade 
radium-bearing ore in Canada modi- 
fied the monopoly to some extent, 
but in 1938 there was an agreement 
between the Canadian and Congo 
compayies ti avoid further com- 
petition. However, the war inter- 
vened before this agreemnet could 
have its full effect, and then the gov- 
ernment took over the Canadian rad- 
{um industries, 

There is a pargraph in the govern. 
ment study which is significant and 
reveals the future plays of thle gov- 
erynment.{ This paragraigh reads; 
“until recently secrevy has necessarily 
surrounded wartime development in 
this field but the disclosure of the pro- 
duction of the atomic bomb leavea 
no possibility of a return or radium 
production to the contro] of a private 
cartel.” e 

It is reassurng that the Canadian 
government in this way indicates it 
will retain close supervision over the 
production of this vital raw material. 


HOW MUCH LONGER? 


There are a lot of worried expres: 
sions in the House of Commons these 
days. How much longer wil] it be 
necessary to sit in order to get 
through thie business of the present 
session? ‘There is a great deal of 
legislation yet to be considered by the 
members and the budget has not yet 
been aired. 

Some of the legislation includes a 
bill for the ratification of the Bret- 
ton Woods United Nations Financial 
Agreement, the expansion of the Ex 
port Credit Act to finance Canadian 
purchases by the United Kingdom and 
other war devastated European 
countries, and the legislation to come 
from the special committee sitting ov 
Veterans’ Affairs. 

\This latter is likely to be somewhat 
controversial and take some time. 
And there is no doubt that the Social 
Creditors are going to examine every 
comma and jperiod in ‘the Bretton 
Woods financial agreement, 

Nor is this all of the legislation hy 
any means. ‘There must be at least 30 
different bills in various stages, 
and if they are disposed of at the 
rate of a bil] a day, that will mean 
sitting until December 15, However 
such speed is not likely. 

If the legislation is not gotten 
through some of the members fear 
that the Commons instead of being 
adjourned will simply be revesseq 
and will meet again some time in Feh- 
truary. If the Commons is recessed, 
that means that the members will 
not get any more money when they 
meet next year They are not paid by 
the year, but by the session, and if a 
session happens to start in the 
autumn and has a recess and begins 
again in the new year, it ig still par} 
of the same session and no mora 
money is forthcoming,
